Thia  type  of  finish  or  paint 
made  ita  debiy  In  i*?3  It  had  ob- 
vious advantages.  The  finish  Is  ap- 
plied with  a  spray  gun  and  dries  far 
more  rapidly  than  the  old-fashioned 
palnta.  It  was  obvioua  from  the  be- 
ginning that  H  offered  chances  of 
economy  far  ahead  of  anything  that 
has  gone  before  It.  It  aleo  gave  a 
more  durable  finish  and  one  lean  sus- 
ceptible to  weather  mutations 

Thia  trend  brought  another  defi- 
nite tendency  in  «  leaning  toward 
color.  Visitors  at  the  show  this  year 
will  find  the  aombre  black  of  other 
ri„'»  nhiuM  HlacH  la  still  used  but 
so  sre  nil  the  colors  of  the  spectrum.

Capable  of  Anything 


Modern  engines  of  all  types  show 
a  remarkable  advance  over  the  power 
plsnts  of  a  few  years  ago.  Engineers 
slowly  but  surely  are  solving  the  vari- 
ous problems  that  have  stood  In  the 
way  of  a  smooth-running  engine. 
Vibration  elimination  h.is  teen  one  of 
the  fights  that  has  been  waged  ever 
since  the  Industry  started.  We  have 
now  many  methods  of  Insuring 
smothness  of  engine  operation,  from 
improvements  in  crankshaft  dealgn 
and  balancing  devices  for  dampening 
vibration,  such  as  the  Lsinchester 
dampener  from  England,  iwhlch  Is 
used  on  seversl  cars. 

It  Is  Interesting  to  note  thst  manu- 
facturers generally  are  turning 
toward  the  process  of  honing  for  fin- 
ishing cylinders.  A  few  years  ago 
grinding  was  almost  universal,  but 
today  honing  la  utilized  In  fully  three- 
quarters  of  trie  cases. 

A  significant  fact  that  la  apparent 
in  going  over  the  specifications  of  the 
1*26-27  cars  la  the  number  of  central 
lubricating    syatema    on    the  modern 


chassis  The  number  thia  year  l» 
twenty,  a  considerable  increase  over 
last  year  Thia  throws  Into  bold  re 
l!ef  the  amount  of  energy  that  the 
car  manufacturers  are  devoting  to 
the  subject  of  lubrication  and  the  ef- 
fort they  are  putting  forth  to  see  thai 
J  their  cars  do  not  suffer  at  the  hands 
of  the  careless  owner  any  more  than 
Is  necessary. 

Of  similar  significance  is  the  In- 
creased use  of  oil  purifying  and  recti- 
fying devices  on  Ihe  engine.  Twenty- 
three  of  the  1926-27  chassis  are 
equipped  with  some  device  of  this 
sort. 

Along  the  same  lines  Is  the 
tendency  toward  the  use  of  air  clean- 
ers. The  really  efficient  air  cleaner 
eliminates  one  of  the  troubles  that  in- 
duces undue  engine  wear.  Nineteen 
chassis  are  equipped  with  air  clean- 
ers this  year.

|  oiling  systems,  with  a  100  per  cent 
effective  oil  cleaning  device  ae  part 
of  the  equipment,  plua  a  really  effi- 
cient air  cleaner,  we  have  taken  a 
long  step  toward  that  fool-proof  car 

'  that  has  been  talked  about  for  ao 
many  years.  The  1*27  motor  shows 
will  register  a  distinct  advance  to- 
ward that  happy  era. 


Four  wheel  brakes  are  very  widely 
used  on  the  1926-27  chassis.  Out  of 
ninety  chassis  sixty-two  are  equipped 
with  four  wheel  brakes.  In  some  In- 
stances the  equipment  la  optional, 
but  In  the  great  majority  It  Is 
standard.  The  field  seems  to  be 
pretty  evenly  divided  between  hy- 
draulic and   mechanical,  there  being 


thirtv  -two  of  the  former  to  thirty  of 
the  latter.  Conaiderlng  the  contro- 
versy that  raged  over  four  wheel 
brakea  a  couple  of  years  ago,  this 
type  of  equipment  seema  to  have 
worked  Its  way  very  effectively  Into 
the  esteem  of  the  industry 

Wheel  buses  range  from  the  100 
inches  of  the  Kord  to  MS  for  the 
Packard  alnaje  eight  and  14JVfc  of 
the  Rolls-Royce.  The  average  for  the 
entire  list  of  chassis  Is  about  120 
inches  There  has  not  been  a  great 
deal  of  change  In  thia  feature. 

Balloon  tires  find  a  place  on  prac- 
tically every  chassis,  in  three  or  four 
cases  they  sre  options),  but  In  the 
main  they  are  standard  equipment. 
The  effect  of  balloons  on  car  perform- 
ance and  lasting  qualities  is  going  to 
be  large.  Engineers  all  agree  that 
the  extra  cushioning  which  the  big 
section  tires  afford  the  chassis,  with 
the  elimination N  of  a  large  part  of 
road  shocks  and  vibration,  will  bs  a 
big  factor  In  lengthening  the  life  of 
the  average  ear  Now  that  the  big 
section  casings  are  In  almost  univer- 
sal use.  we  msy  expect  the  average 
spa%  of  car  life  to  increase  sharply. 

New  Type  of  Service 

A  coast-to-coast  chain  of  "Herts 
Drlveurself  System "  stations  will  be 
established  a*  rapidly  as  possible  in 
300  cities  and  towns  Definite,  trade- 
in  values  for  the  Herts  cars  which 
will  be  used  have  been  established 
on  a  mileage  basis.  For  example, 
they  will  be  worth  exactly  so  much 
after  24.000  or  36.000  miles. 


W  IMUN'.TOK,  Aug.  4  —  The  ord- 
nance department  of  the  I'nlted 
Siatea  army  has  four  special  automo- 
biles that  can  do  anything  but  climb 
trees.

These  t»M  are  rebuilt  Fords  with 
balloon  tires  and  an  auxiliary  gear 
set  affording  six  speeds  forward  and 
two  In  reverse  These  speeds,  it  la 
said,  make  the  car  more  efficient 
than  the  old  caterpillar  variety. 

A  demonstration  car  recently  ran 
up  and  down  the  steps  of  the  State. 
War  azid  Navy  Building  to  show  Its 
possibilities. 

The  new  car  la  atrlpped  of  all  ex- 
tra weight,  even  the  two  rear  seats 
being  removable  for  carrying  ammu- 
nition and  supplies.

Two  world's  production  records  for 
the  automotive  Industry  were  broken 
by  the  Pontluc  six  and  the  Oakland 
Motor  Car  Company,  according  to  ad- 
vice* Just  rej-elvcd  from  the  factory 
by  the  Mcltae-Meldruin  Motors,  Ltd., 
local  dealers.  At  the  same  time  Oak- 
land shattered  two  of  its  own  records 
for  Oakland  six  production  and  act 
a  new  mark  for  fiscal  year  produc- 
tion. Knthuslasm  and  a  strengthened 
morale  gave  visible  evidence  at  the 
dealer  a  store  of  the  effect  of  the  re- 
ceipt of  the  communication  from  the 
Pontlac  factory. 

"Since  January  1  through  to  July 
23,  more  than  39,000  Pontlac  mix 
cars  have  been  produced  and  dis- 
tributed to  dealera,"  aaid  Mr.  Chris. 
McKae,  of  McKae-Meldrum  Motor*, 
lad.  "This  not  only  establishes  a  new 
world"*  record  for  the  Industry  for  a 
new  make  of  car  for  a  corresponding 
period  of  time,  but  also  exceeds)  the 
largest  production  ever  attained  by 
any  new  make  of  car  during  Its  first 
full  year.

.  Ho  say  motor  tourists  and  campers 
whq  have  had  experience  with  many 
kinds  of  driving  and  who  find  that 
the  greatest  obstacle  to  a  successful 
motor  outing  is  in  being  a  poor  pilot. 

Kxperlence  seems  to  demonstrate 
that,  while  the  camping  feature  of 
the  vacation  may  appear  to  be  the 
all-Important  objective,  more  than 
ha*lf  the  waking  hours  of  thV  tourist's 
vacation  are  spent  In  the  car  driving 
over  new  roads  and  through  new  en- 
vironment. In  view  of  this  it  would 
seem  to  be  an  advantage  to  bear  In 
mind  that  knowledge  of  wuys  and 
means  of  meeting  varying  driving

that  they  usually  select  Ideal  days 
for  the  picnics  and  travel  along  roads 
only  with  which  they  are  familiar.

•Successful  motor  tourists  and 
campers  contend  that  driving  is  the 
most  essential  feature  of  the  whole 
outing,  since  the  comfort,  enjoyment 
and  safety  of  the  whole  party  hinges 
on  transportation  ami  since  many  of 
the  car's  defects  can  be  covered  up 
through  skillful  manipulation  of  tha 
controls  Here  are  some  suggestions 
along  these  lines: 

Never  coast  vvheVi  driving*  over  a 
strange  road.  The  road  ahead  may 
look  aufe  enough  for  a  eoast.  but  If 
you  never  have  been  over  the  road 
before  you  never  can  tell.  Have  the 
car  under  control  at  all  times  when 
the  course  ahead  Is  not  clear. 

Don't  be  misled  by  detour  condi- 
tions. Much  time  and  trouble  can 
bo  saved  by  mnkln.i  inquiry  of  other 
drivers  or  of  the  natives.  Sometimes 
detour  signs  are  out  of  date,  the  new 
highway  having  been  completed. 
Other  times  one  may  be  led  into 
thinking  the  road  la  open  Just  because 
some  other  driver  lakes  it.  not  real- 
izing that  the  other  driver  may  be 
going  only  part  way  and  that  the 
road  la  not  open  to  through  traffic. 
I'lrst  liu-peel  Camping  Site 
Ih»  not  drive  the  e*itr  Into  she  camp- 
ing spot  until  you  >  have  walked 
around  and  surveyed  the  ground.  You 
can't  afford  to  get  stuck  In  the  mud 
or  get  a  wheel  In  the  ditch. 

Shift  into  lower  gears  at  the  bot- 
om  of  steep  climbs,  not  during  the 
cllmh.  r.ive  1  be  engine  more  gas 
through  a  richer  carburetor  adjust- 
ment when  traveling  through  the 
mounta  ins. 

I>.>  not  be  surprised  If  the  engine 
loses  power,  stalls  and  refuses  to  keep 
going  at  some  time  during  the  moun- 
tainous trip,  There  are  many  places 
known  au  'pockets"  where  a  different 
carburetor  adjustment  is  necessary  If 
the  car  is  to  run  at  all.  Consult  your 
carburetor  man  before  leaving  and 
learn  how  to  make  these  simple  ad- 
justment* when  and  if  they  are 
necessa  ry. 

Alwavs  remember  that  when  turn- 
ing around  on  a  narrow  road  It  is 
essential  to.  keep  the  rear  wheels  up 
on  the  paved  or  dry  portion.  You 
can  risk  having  the  front  wheels  sink

Kven  at  night  the  maximum  speed 
under  such  weather  conditions  should 
not  be  more  than  fifteen  or  twenty 
miles  an  hour. 

.  Never  try  to  recrank  a  stalled  en- 
gine on  a  railroad  crossing.  Place 
the  gears  In  low.  step  on  the  starter 
and  get  off  the  tracks.  It  isn't  go  -d 
•for  the  battery  and  starter,  but  new 
batteries  and  starter  motors  can  be 
bought.  The  same  cannot  be  said  of 
a  life.

!>olllng  point,  be  Inflammable,  corro- 
sive to  metals  or  Injurious  to  rubber, 
and  should  not  haVe  a  disagreeable 
odor. 

The  materials  that  satisfy  thsse 
reijuirenu-uu  most  fully  are  com- 
mercially pure  and  neutral  glycer- 
ine, ethylene  glycol,  the  alcohols  and 
calcium  chorlde.  A  thirty-one  per 
cent  solution  of  calcium  chloride  with 
water,  by  weight,  resists  freezing  at 
a  temperature  of  sixty*  degree* 
Fahrenheit  below  zerot  while  a  twen- 
ty-five per  cent  solution  preventa 
freezing  at  seventeen  degrees  below. 
It  Is  corrosive  to  metals,  however,  and 
may  cause  leakage  and  result  In  ignl-> 
tlon  trouble  by  getting  on  the  spark 
plugs  and  wiring  and  absorbing  mois- 
ture from  the  atmosphere.  This 
tendency  can  be  greatly  reduced  by 
the  addition  of  a  small  quantity  of 
some  soluble  chromale  to  the  solu- 
tion. 

Wood  alchol  In  equal  volume  with 
water  will  prevent  freezing  at  — 40 
degrees,  and  a  sixty  per  cent  solution 
of  denatured  alcohol  at  --S0  de- 
grees. Ifut  alcohol  bolls  at  17J.4 
degree*,  which  results  In  Its  rapid 
evaporation  and  tends  to  keep  vne 
engine  too  cool  for  the  most  efficient 
operation.  Kerosene,  on  the  contrary, 
has  a  high  boiling  point  und  may  re- 
sult In  overheating  In  mild  weather. 

lllycerlns  costs  several  limes  as 
much  as  alcohol  but  does  not  evap- 
orate and  can  be  drained  out  of  the 
cooling  system  and  used  the  follow- 
ing season.  A  sixty-five  per  cent 
solution  with  water  reslsLs  freezing  at 
degrees.  If  It  Is  neutral- 
ized and  does  not  contain  electro- 
lytes it  doeg  not  corrode  metals  or  at- 
tack rubber.  However,  It  becomes 
thick  and  flows  slowly  when  very 
cold. 

Ethylene  glycol  Is  a  patented  by- 
product of  glycerine  and  at  present 
(  i  eta  about  the  same.  It  Is  n'Qje 
I  effective  than  glycerine  or  .  Ither  of 
1  the  alcohols,  a  fifty-eight  per  cent 
I  solution  hSTing  a  freexlng  point  of 
I  — si;  degrees.  It  does  not  attack 
I  metals  or  rubber,  does  not  become 
J  visions  like  glycerine  or  evaporate

Mont  of  the  night  sign*  will  be  of 
the  cautionary  type  and  will  be  y al- 
low. They  will  also  be  largely  of  the 
diamond  shape,  also  Indicating  the 
need  of  caution,  though  the  octagonal 
danger  svmnnl  will  be  employed  la 
M.nte  bad  spots.

The  plain  yellow  and  black  painted 
sign  by  the  aide  of  the  road  without 
reflection  will  Indicate  spots  where 
caution  la  advised.  but  where  the 
menace  |*  not  serious. 

The  yellow  glimmer  and  the  yellow 
glare  will  point  out  more  serious  con- 
ditions than  the  painted  signs.  In 
some  instances  It  may  be  advisable 
to  use  red  In  the  glare  signal,  such 
as  at  a  dead-end  street  or  road. 

The  reflection  warning  signs  will 
be  numerous  and  will  Indicate  two 
degrees  of  danger.  A  marker  has 
been  designed  with  sections  of  glass 
inserted,  which  will  give  off  a  yellow 
glimmer  when  the  head  lamps  play 
upon  It.  This  will  tell  the  driver  that 
there  Is  a  road  condition  ahead  which 
necessitates  having  his  car  well  with- 
in control.  Another  type  will  have  a 
reflecting  device  that  will  give  off  a 
sustained  yellow  glare.  which  will 
mean  that  extra  care  In  proceeding 
Is  necessary. 

For  very  bud  places  along  the  road, 
such  as  sharp  corners,  underpasses, 
yrade  crossings -and  the  like,  the  self- 
llllumlfiated  sign  has  been  adopted, 
and  this  will  be  of  two  types,  for 
varying  degrees  of  danger.

In  addition  to  providing  the  oil  and 
grease  requirements  It  is  understood 
that  the  Union  will  also  furnish  ■ 
portion  of  the  gasoline  needs  at  this 
plant. 

The  lubricating  oils  and  greases 
will  be  supplied  from  the  Union's  re- 
finery at   Oleum.     located     on  San 


Tablo  Hay,  a  few  miles  from  here, 
and  will  be  shipped  In  tank  car  lots 
to  the  plant  of  the  uutomoblle  con- 
cern. 

The  Chevrolet  factory  at  this  point 
turns  out  each  day  approximately 
400  cars,  and  each  one  as  it  leaves 
the  plant  will  be  lubricated  with  oils 
manufactured  from  Western  crude  by 
Cnlon  Oil  Company  of  California. 
Many  of  these  cars  will  also  be 
powered  by  the  popular  Union  non- 
detonating  gasoline.

Sure  anil  smooth,  power  flows 
from  ertRlno  to  axle  and  trarmporta- 
tlon  is  achieved  In  Its  most  modern 
sens*.  Hardly  any  machine  seem* 
more  a  unit  than  the  automobile.  Yet 
the  automobile  Is  really  a  union  of 
units,  an  assembly  of  the  ideas  and 
efforts  of  many  men  and  many  fac- 
tories.

America  produces 
more  automobilea.  operatea  more 
automobllea  and  Bella  more  automo- 
bilea to  Ihe  world  than  any  other  na- 
tion In  fact,  there  are  few  countries 
In  the  world  -notable  exceptions  be- 
ing Italy,  France  and  Germany — 
where  the  automobllea  In  uae  are  not 
almost  overwhelmingly  of  American 
mako.

1929.  the  holder 
of  a  Junior  operator  s  licence  will 
not  be  permitted  to  drive  a  motor 
vehicle  at  any  time  within  the  limits 
of  any  city  of  the  State. 

No  applicant  for  such  a  llcencs 
will  get  one  unless  his  residence  Is 
outside  of  a  city  limit. 

The  reasons  for  the  strict  regula- 
tion relating  to  youthful  drivers  sr* 
the  many  fatal  accidents  which  have 
resulted.  Ten  per  cent  of  nil  acci- 
dents In  which  persons  under  eigh- 
teen years  of  age  were  Involved  re- 
sulted In  death,  while  two  per  cent  of 
all  accidents  for  which  persons  over 
that  age  were  responsible  resulted 
fatally. 

The  greater  number  of 
involving  persons  under 
yaars  occurred  In  cities  of  the  first, 
second  and  third  classes.  A  Junior 
operator  Is  more  inclined  to  be  a 
reckless  driver  or  lacks  the  faculty 
of  proper  thinking  In  an  emergency, 
according  to  an  analysis.

Forestry  Branch,  housed  in  n  separate

picted different  phase*  of  British  Co- 
lumbia life  The  model  started  with 
a  small  replica  of  a  pleasure  resort, 
then  followed  a  logging  scene,  com- 
plete In  every  detail.

Further  along  was  a  model  of  a 
British  Columbia  pulp  and  paper  plant 
located  at  the  waterfront  and  a  big 
dock  with  *  steamer  waiting  to  load 
on  the  railway,  which  ran  the  length 
of  the  display  and  on  which  a  toy  train 
was  operated,  much  to  the  delight  of 
the  youngster*,  waa  found  a  typical 
Brltlah  t'olumbla  village  The  railway 
passed  through  an  agricultural  dis- 
trict, past  mining  operstlons  ami  other 
seme*  familiar  in  this  Province. 

There  were  other  scenes  of  pros- 
perity which,  to  no  small  extent,  were 
dependent  upon  the  forest  wealth  of 
the  Province  The  application  of  the 
display  was  held  for  the  last,  placed 
at  the  end  of  the  exhibit.  And  here 
was  seen  a  barren  waste  of  rolling 
land  which  had  been  burned  over  by 
forest  fire,  every  vestige  of  tree  being 
wiped  out.  The  effect  wss  heightened 
by  the  background  In  a  dull  red  glow, 
this  Idea  being  carried  out  by  a 
painted  curtain  at  the  back.

NOTTINGHAM,  Aug.  14.— The 
fourth  and  final  stage  in  the  Nonin*- 
ham  Corporation 'l  navigation  scheme 
of  the  River  Trent  has  heen  reached, 
and  the  river  now  forms  a  direct  route 
to  the  sea.  while  Nottingham  is  conse- 
quently converted  Into  an  Inland  port, 
says  an  article  In  The  Christian 
Belence  Monitor. 

The  opening  hy  Hon.  Neville  Cham- 
berlain of  (lie  Har.leford  Lock,  situated 
fourteen  mile*  from  the  city  and  the 
last  to  be  completed  was  deccrtbed  by 
the  Minister  of  Health  as  a  aim  of 
the  conclusion  of  the  most  important 
development  In  Inland  navigation 
since  the  opening  of  the  Mart<  hester 
Ship  Canal. 

The  object  of  the  «cheme  Is  to  en- 
able barge*  up  to  I3(i  tons  to  proceed 
from  Hull  and  other  northern  towns  to 
Nottingham.  Incidentally  it  will  mean 
Increased  transport  between  Lincoln, 
i  ;  .i  i  nsboro  ugh .  Crabtham,  Newark  and 
other  towns  In  the  Trent  ;md  Humber 
Valleys,  and  Nottingham  will  become 
a  greater  trading  centre  for  the  Mld- 
lu  nds. 

Since  the  inauguration  of  the  enter- 
prise.in  1922.  locks  have  been  opened 
at  Holme  Pierrepont.  Htoke  Bardolph. 
and  Haxlefonl.  each  of  these  measur- 
ing 180  feet  In  length,  and  30  feet  in 
width.'  capable  of  taking  a  tug  and 
three  barges  st  the  same  time,  when 
required  and  holding  six  feet  of  water 
above  the  gate  sill  in  the  dryest 
weather  There  ••till  remains  actually 
some  dredging  to  be  undertaken,  but 
n'-\t  Spring  will  see  the  Trent  quite 
free  for  navigation  over  a  course  of 
100  mile*. 

Mr  Chamberlain.  who  traveled 
down,  the  river  from  Nottingham  to 
Ilaxleford  with  representatives  of  the 
clty'n  elvii'  and  commercial  life,  upon 
landing  told  the  assembly  that  they 
had  Just  pa»sed  down  n  beautiful  river, 
but  he  forked  forward  to  the  time 
when  It  would  be  a  scene  of  great 
activity,  when  there  would  be  trains  of 
bnrges  psssing  backward  and  forward, 
and  developing  the  trade  snd  pros- 
perity, not  only  of  Nottingham  but  of 
the  whole  district  snd  valley  through 
which  the  river  flowed. 

The  Minister  of  Health  paid  fine 
tribute  to  the  enterprise  persistency, 
and  courage  of  thos*"  who  had  finally 
brought  their  work  to  It*  completion 
aftsr  fighting  for  asveral  years 
against  various  obstacles  Apart  from 
the  benefit  thst  the  scheme  would 
bring  to  the  district,  he  pointed  out 
that  the  construction  of  the  works  had 
given  employment  to  large  numbers 
of  men  who  might  otherwise  have 
been  wslklng  the  streets 

.Speaking  st  a  dinner  given  In  his 
honor  by  the  Trent  Navigation  Com- 
pany. Mr  Chamberlain  praised  the 
wonderful  combination  between  a 
great  company  and  a  great  corpora- 
tion He  said  he  had  been  a  consistent 
advocate  of  the  revival  of  Inland  navi- 
gation snd  he  hsd  n»ver  accepted  the

Marian  Fox.  of  the  Metro-Ooldwyn- 
Mayer  productions  established  herself 
as  a  research  authority  In  the  many 
•period"  pictures  recently  produced  by 
that  company. 

"Men  Hur"  Involved  a  study  not  only 
of  the  Roman  but  of  the  Hebrew  cos- 
tumes, streets,  interiors  and  types, 
which  "Bardelys  the  Magnificent"  and 
The  Scarlet  Letter"  brought  her  work 
Into  entirely  different  times.  Home- 
times  great  study  is  required  for  a 
single  detail. 

This  company,  along  with  many 
others,  has  collected  relics  and  docu- 
ments providing  for  every  possible 
contingency  In  the  future  and  the 
work  continually  Is  carried  on 
throughout  the  world.  Where  studios 
cannot  obtain  material  from  their  own 
archives,  private  libraries  are  bor- 
rowed. At  times  priceless  antiques 
and  tapestries  have  been  loaned  to 
productions  by  private  owners  and 
public  galleries.

Peace  by  Correspondence

The  phrase.  "My  Friend  Abroad.'- 
has  always  been  charged  with  some 
•special  romance  And  now  It  ap- 
pears, says  the  writer  of  an  article 
In  The  Christian  Science  Monitor,  aa 
the  title  of  a  plan  for  bringing  boys 
of  the  Inited  States  Into  closer 
understanding  with  boya  of  all  other 
nations  by  means  of  letters  written 
from  home  to  home 

The  plan  originated  with  Dr  Sven 
V.  Knudsen.  who  is  inspector  "of  Gov- 
ernment schools  In  Denmark,  and  Is 
on  leave  of  absence  In  the  I  nited 
States  for  the  Joint  purpose  of  hold- 
ing the  Professorship  of  Kducatlon  at 
Antiach  College,  at  Yellow  Springs. 
O..  and  of  establishing  in  working 
order  his  plan  to  bring  about  through 
this  Interchange  of  letters  among 
boys,  an  Improvement  in  understand- 
ing and  good  will  between  the  na- 
tions. 

In  explaining  the  plan  to  members 
of  the  Harvard  Summer  School  Dr. 
Knudson  took  them  upon  an  illus- 
trated Journey,  "From  New  York  to 
Copenhagen  by  Way  of  Slam."  tell- 
ing them  how,  because  of  what  he 
had  seen  of  everyday  activities  of 
boys.  In  and  out  of  schools.  In  play 
and  club  life  In  several  score  coun- 
tries, he  had  been  Inspired  to  devise 
this  means  of  bringing  boys  all  over 
the  world  into  direct  relation  and 
constructive  understanding  by  cor- 
respondence. 

Studio-  Work  for  lb  \  s 

Dr.  Knudson  obtained  a  year's 
leave  of  absence  from  his  work  In 
Denmark  In  order  to  study  what  was 
being  done  for  boys  throughout  the 
work!.  He  was  interested,  too.  In 
what  was  being  done  by  them  in  the 
bright,  eloquent  round  of  their  nor- 
mal activity,  their  play,  their  work, 
through  the  symbols  attending  their 
awakening  social  consciousness.  He 
had  been  associated  with  the  Boy 
Scout  movement  which  was  intro- 
duced to  Denmark  In  1909.  only  two 
years  after  Sir  Robert  Baden-l'owell 
had  orlgnated  the  movement  In  Great 
Britain. 

Boy  Scouts  In  Denmark  had  come 
readily  to  know  the  Joys  of  hiking. 
It  occurred  early  to  Dr.  Knudson  that 
such  hiking  might  be  extended  across 
the  borders  of  one  country  Into  the 
next  and  so  on,  that  the  boys  of  one 
nation  might  meet  boys  of  other  no- 
tions; because,  while  It  is  current 
pleasantry  to  say  that  "It  takes  all 
kinds  to  make  a  world."  boys  are 
really  very  alike  the  world  over. 

Boys  are  very  quick  to  discover 
among  themselves,  ir  they  have  the 
traditional  "half  a  chance."  the  key 
characteristics  which  exist  among 
boys,  whatever  their  country,  and 
which  fix  their  Ideas  and  Ideals  as 
intrinsically  similar.  Dr.  Knudsen 
felt  that  If  this  fundamental  similar- 
ity could  be  made  apparent  to  many 
boys  of  many  nations  an  Interna- 
tional solidarity  of  youth  would 
gradually  become  established  which 
woiiart  have  Its  vital-  effect  on  the 
moral  and  social  devedopment  of  boy- 
hood throughout  the  world. 

I'lait  Developed) 

To  this  end,  then,  when  he  had 
gone  on  his  .Journey,  from  New  York 
to  Copenhagen  by  way  of  Slam,  It 
came  to  him  that  there  was  a  way  to 
in  ike  It  possible  for  boys  throughout 
the  world  to  become  acquainted  with 
each  other— through  correspondence 
In  as  great  volume  as  they  desired. 
Patently,  they  could  not  all  meet. 
Great  meetings  had  been  nnd  still 
\<cre  possible,  to  be  sure  Wo*  there 
not  the  now  famous  World  Jamboree 
held  In  Copenhagen  in  1924.  at  which 
fi.000  boys  of  thirty-four  countries, 
Asiatics.  Australians.  Americans. 
F.uropeans.  all  races  met  and  lived 
together  for  a  period  of  study  and 
recreation  under  conditions  of  ready 
understanding  which  amazed  the 
adults.  Inclined  to  be  prejudice- 
bound  ? 

Then  he  began  tfl  develop  the  lines 
of  "My  Friend  Abroad"  as  a  simple 
and  natural  plan,  to  be  fostered  in 
happy  co-operation  by  organizations 
and  Individuals.  Foreign  ambassa- 
dors now  have  their  share  In  It.  as- 
sisting not  only  In  the  collections  of 
the  lists  of  names  and  addresses  of 
boys  of  all  races,  all  tongues  and 
religions  which  are  published  and 
from  which  boys  In  the  Cnited  Stales 
select  their  prospective  correspond- 
ents, but  In  certain  arrangements  of 
prizes  for  the  contest  which  Is  now  a 
part  of  the  preliminary  foundation  of 
the  plan. 

Dr.  Knudsen  kept  well  In  mind, 
when  he  envisioned  "My  Friend 
Abroad  "  that  the  opportunity  for 
such  International  acquaintanceship 
should  be  broader  than  BUT  organ- 
ization frontiers.  Boys  of  Boy 
Scout  or  other  club  groups 
must  be  made  acquainted  with  It. 
"Boy  Scouts  everywhere  are  compar- 
atively well  taken  care  of."  he  said. 
"We  must  think  of  the  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  boys  all  over  the  world 
who  have  not  the  advantages  of  asso- 
ciation and  sympathy  fostered  by 
such  organisations  as  the  Boy  Scouts. 
*.mh»*»a«lor»  Helped 

"Our  practical  plan  was  to  gather 
names  ages,  addresses  of  boys.  These 
represent  slxty-slx  countries  thus  far. 
All  these  boys  have  definitely  ex- 
pressed s  desire  to  henr  from  and 
correspond  with  Amerlcsn  boys,  and 
have  agreed  In  their  letters  to  tell  of 
their  lives,  their  schools,  their  Jobs, 
their  vacations.  In  fact,  to  attempt  to 
establish  a  clear  picture  In  hoy  lan- 
guage of  their  own  everyday  cycle  of 
life.  I  made  a  premise  for  'My 
Friend  Abroad.'  It  Is  'If  you  under- 
stand the  other  fellow  you  respect 
the  other  fellow,  snd  If  you  respect 
him  you  may  like  him." 

"Ambawwdors  helped  us  to  gather 
our  lists.  Educstlonal  authorities 
have  assisted  In  the  same  way.  lega- 
tions, consuls,  various  educational 
foundations  such  M  the  Netberland- 
American  Foundation,  the  Scandi- 
navian-American Foundation  and  the 
English-Speaking  Cnion  helped  us. 
The  Open  Road,  that  magazine  for 
boys,  whic  h  seemed  a  peculiarly  hap- 
py agency  for  the  distribution  of  the 
Hats,  offered  to  to  operate  In  giving 
us  space  for  the  nionlhl>  printing  of 
the  names  from  which  Its  resder* 
would  select  one  or  ten.  as  they 
chose,  and  begin  the  correspondence 
on  whatever  topic,  so  long  ns  It  »•« 
their  own  activities,  which  would  un 
doubtedly  make  for  a  new  feeing  of 
understanding  between  the  writers

Personally  Conducted 

Special  arrangements  were  made 
by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  for 
their  transport  reception  and  feeding 
en  route.  They  traveled  to  Winnipeg 
under  the  escort  of  a  colonisation 
agent  of  the  company,  and  there  were 
turned  over  to  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment authorities.  Through  the 
agency  of  the  Land  Settlement  Board 
they  were  Immediately  placed  in  em- 
ployment upon  good  farms,  snd  will 
remain  under  the  supervision  of  this 
organization,  being  visited  periodi- 
cally.

nueldcnt  neatly  Visits  Camp* 

The  Chief  Commissioner  of  the  t»e- 
partment  of  Colonisation  and  De- 
velopment of  thf  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  who  visited  the  camps  while 
on  a  visit  to  England  rrcantly,  gsve 
It  as  his  opinion  that  where  there 
are  now  two  schools  there  should  be 
twenty  or  more  and  where  hundreds 
of  British  unemployed  are  being 
trsined  for  Canadian  farm  work  there 
should  be  thousands.  "I  am  con- 
vinced" he  states  "after  a  close  study 
of  the  situation  in  both  Canada  and 
England  that  the  enlargement  of  the 
prellmlnsry  training  facilities  snd  a 
very  substantial  Increase  in  training 
centre*  is  the  whole  crux  of  the  mst- 
ter.  Thus,  and  thus  only,  will  Great 
Britain  help  to  relieve  the  pressure 
of  unemployment  at  home  and  meet 
Canada  s  need  for  British  farm 
workers." 

President  Beatty.  of  the  Canadian 
raclfic  Railway,  likewise,  in  the 
course  of  his  recent  hurried  visit  to 
England,  considered  this  mstter  of 
sufficient  moment  to  be  personally  In- 
vestigated He  commended  the 
scheme,  which  he  characterizes  as 
"fundsmentally  sound  and  capable  of 
development."  He  was  high  In  his 
praise  of  the  work  being  done  by  the 
British  Government  in  training  se- 
lected emigrants  for  settlement  as 
farmers  In  Canada,  and  promised  to 
urge  Canadian  co-operation  in  such 
work. 

According  to  report  from  overseas 
there  Is  a  very  general  opinion  that 
more  money  now  being  spent  on  doles 
should  be  diverted  towsrds  extending 
the  training  scheme.  It  is  understood 
that  I/>rd  Clarendon.  Ifnder-Secre- 
tsry  of  SUte  for  the  Dominions,  will, 
on  his  visit  to  Canada,  take  up  the 
matter  of  this  enlargement  and  the 
possible  co-operation  of  the  Canadian 
Goremment.  He  will  personally  visit 
some  of  the  men  who  have  come  out 
under  the  plan,  and  obtain  first-hand 
knowledge  of  Us  success.

Mfi.NTItKAI.,  Aug.  H  —  The  forma- 
tion of  H  Norweglsn  settlement  society, 
probably  along  the  lines  of  the  Hwias 
Settlement  Society  In  Canada  may  re- 
sult from  the  trip  of  Mr  P.  Myrvold 
and  two  representatives  of  Norwegian 
municipalities  \\nrt  aro  here. 

The  delegation  of  two  has  been 
selected  to  make  a  thorough  inspection 
of  conditions  a*  they  find  them  In 
Canada,  and  the  report  which  they  In- 
tend to  submit  on  their  return  home 
\.ill  be  published  and  prohsbly  une.l 
as  the  basis  for  some  scheme  by  which 
Immigration  from  Norway  to  Canada 
may  he  encouraged  and  settlers  as- 
elMed  over  the  first  difficult  period  of 
life  In  new  surroundings. 

The  curious  situation  now  exists  In 
Norway,  thst  while  the  Government 
rails  against  Immigration.  Norwegian 
municipalities,  upon  whom  rests  the 
burden  of  caring  for  the  unemployed, 
are  encouraging  the  surplus  popula- 
tion to  seek  some  other  spot  where 
they  may  earn  a  livelihood.

Norway'*    unemployed    number  be- 


tween 12.000  and  15.000  and  the  coun- 
try which  half  a  century  ago  sup- 
ported 1.500,000  people,  now  supports 

Myrvold.  representative  of  the  . CP  It. 
In  Norway,  stated  at  the  offices  of  the 
Department  of  Colonisation  and  De- 
velopment While  farms  were  suffi- 
ciently large  lo  support  a  family  In 
1*65,  they  do  not  provide  for  the  needs 
of  a  family  now. 

For  fifty  years  before  the  war  Nor- 
wegians left  home  at  the  rate  of  14.000 
a  year,  and  most  of  them  came  to 
the  Cnlted  State*.  Hlnce  the  southern 
republic  locked  the  door  the  quota  has 
been  reduced  to  S.noo,  with  the  result 
thst  Norweglsns  are  looking  to  Can- 
sda  for  farming  land. 

If  the  delegation  is  favorably  Im- 
pressed with  condition  It  Is  probable 
that  the  municipalities  Interested  will 
take  part  In  some  sort  of  settlement 
h,  heme  in  which  Norwegians  settled 
In  the  West  will  also  co-operate.  Heads 
of  fami!le«  will  work  for  a  farmer  for 
a-  year  to  gsln  experience,  and  (hen 
will  be  assisted  to  purchase  stock.  An 
exceedingly  important  part  of  the  pro- 
posed scheme  is  the  advice  and  help 
which  newcomers  will  receive  from 
their  own  countrymen  who  have  gone 
before  them.

1«  a 
Japanese  magic  mirror,  according  .to 
Mr.  A.  Lionel  Judah,  curatpr  of  the 
Mctiill  Museums.  Surrounded  by  the 
tradition  that  a  mirror  was  given  to 
the  sun  goddess  at  the  foundation  of 
the  Kmplrc.  the  McOIII  specimen 
Illustrates  the  pla'Jsibllify  of  such  a 
legend,  for  without  u  bright  sun  its 
tnaglc  power  remain*  unknown.  To 
the  casual  eye.  the  mirror  presents 
on  one  *lde  a  glittering  metal  mirror, 
on  the  other  a  metal  relief  carving 
of  a  typica-t  Japanese  pattern  with 
the  conventional   wooden  handle. 

To  the  Initiated  In  poMCwslon  of  the 

secret,  and  to  the  blind  who  stumMe 
upon  It  unawares,  the  smooth  side 
of  the  mirror  when  held  in  the  sun 
to  reric,  t  on  a  light  surface  does  an 
amusing  thing.  The  relief  pattern 
on  the  hack  is  reflected  on  the  wall 
In  a  shining  *urf.ice  resembling  the 
finest  cut  glass  in  it*  delicate  tracing. 

The  explanation  of  the  magic 
power  of  the.se  mirrors  was  first  ar- 
rived st  In  1  847.  when  It  was  discov- 
ered that  l  he  rays  reflected  from  the 
convex  portion  diverge  and  give  hut 
a  feebly  illuminated  Image,  while 
those  reflected  from  the  plain  por- 
tions of  the  mirror  preserve  their 
paralellinm  and  appear  on  the  screen 
as  an  Image  by  reason  of  their  con- 
trast with  the  former  illumination 
o{  the  rest  of  the  disc. 

Apart  from  Its  Htrange  power,  the 
magic  mirror  nap  :i  religious  signif- 
icance as  well  as  serving  as  a  prin- 
cipal article  of  Japanese  regalia.  It 
was  known  and  used  in  the  most  re- 
mote period  and  the  first  specimen, 
preserved  at  Ise.  Is  an  object  of  ven- 
eration. 

In  commenting  upon  the  fan. 
Chamber's  Encyclopaedia  explains 
that  the  Irregularity  of  the  surface  Is 
Inconspicuous  In  the  ordinary  light, 
and  does  not  distort  Images,  but  when 
the  mirror  reflects  a  bright  light  on 
a  white  surface  the  unequal  radiation 
renders  the  minute  differences  of  the 
surface  obvious.

M'iN'TliKAL,  Aug.  14  — "Business  is 
esential  lo  human  life.  The  Christian 
religion  is  applicable  to  the  whole 
range  of  human  activities,  hence  busi- 
ness and  the  Christian  religion  are 
compatible."  In  these  words  the  Rev. 
W.  H  Pankhurst,  of  Lynnhurst  Con- 
gregational Church.  Minneapolis, 
summed  up  In  81.  James  United 
Church  his  reasons  why  a  man  should 
answer  in  the  affirmative  the  ques- 
tion "Can  a  man  succeed  In  business 
und  he  a  Christian  V 

"The  business  man's  ledger  must 
speuk  an  truly  as  his  Bible."  *ald  the 
preacher,  and  In  stressing  the  value 
of  the/»thlcs  of  the  Christian  for  busi- 
ness life,  be  illuMtrated  freely  from  the 
business  world  to  show  that  It  Is  very 
wide  of  the  mark  to  take  for  granted 
that  only  the  man  who  keeps  his  re- 
ligion und  business  life  In  "separate 
compart  ments"  Is  really  successful. 

Mr.  Pankhurst  scored  certain  type* 
of  business  activities,  saying  that  "any 
business  that  mskes  money  out  of  the 
ignorance  of  people  cannot  Justify  Its 
existence. 

"A  business  that  goes  ahead  depend 
ing  upon  the  misfortunes  and  bank- 
ruptcy of  people  cannot  be  made  to 
square  with  Christianity.  Any  busi- 
ness that  depends  upon  chance  for  Its 
success  It  not  a  legitimate  business 
from  the  Christian  standpoint."  Nor 
did  he  think,  that  a  man  had  any  right 
to  thrust  responsibility  for  unethical 
conduct  on  his  agent*. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  speaker  said 
that  anyone  who  spoke  lightly  of 
money  and  business  life  was  either 
foolish  or  a  hypocrite. 

"A  man's  duty  to  himself,  to  his 
neighbor,  and  to  God."  all  In  the  final 
analysis  really  demanded  the  attempt 
to  use  Christian  principles  in  his  busi- 
ness, thought  the  Rev   Mr.  Pankhurst.

ing. This  occupation  can  be  carried 
on  to  great  advantage  in  all  parts  of 
Canada,  which  is  a  tine  sheep  nmn- 
try.  As  it  Is  now,  Cansda  finds  her- 
self up  aKainat  the  serious  economic 
problem  of  consuming  more  wool 
than  she  is  producing.  All  classes  of 
textiles  can  be  successfully  made  in 
Capada  und  at  reasonable  prices.  The 
building  up  of  this  Indigenous  indus- 
try would  provide  mora  work  for 
mora  CanadUna.  more  work  to  absorb 
Immigration,  more  business  and  mors 
people  t<>  bear  the  burden  of  taxation, 
and  more  tonnage  for  our  railways  to 
atop  the  unbearable  drain  of  the  an- 
nual deficits.  It  would  also  assist  In 
checking  the  deplorsble  drift  of 
bright  young  men  and  women  from 
the  rural  towns  to  the  great  cities  or 
to  the  United  Stales  by  providing 
them  with  local,  congenial  employ- 
ment. 

Now  In  order  to  prosper,  this  In- 
dustry must  have  adequate  protection 
from  other  eountrle*.  Oreat  Britain 
can  produce  woollen  yarns  at  a  muoh 
lower  figure  than  can  Canada.  This 
la  not  becsuse  the  mills  abroad  are 
better  equipped  or  because  the  work- 
ers and  executives  art  more  able  and 
clever  than  are  Canadians,  or  because 
the  ysrns  are  of  higher  quality — but 
because  the  workers  abroad  accept 
much  lower  wage*  and  exist  on  a 
much  lower  standard  of  living,  and 
therefore  have  the  advantage  of 
dumping  on  the  Canadian  market 
with  little  restraint.  In  Csnada  we 
have  workmen's  compensation  laws, 
mothers'  allowance  laws,  minimum 
wage  laws,  sanitary  laws,  factory  acts, 
construction  laws  which  provide  for 
certain  space  requirements  for  each 
worker  to  protect  health  and  life.  All 
0/  these  things  cost  money.  I^abor  in 
Canada  demsnds  this  measure  of  pro- 
tection and  decent  employers  are 
willing  and  snxlous  to  give  It  It  la 
only  fair  thnt  the  latter  be  afforded 
sufficient  protection  to  enable  them 
to  carry  on  under  these  conditions.

The  woollen  trade  in  France  was 
built  up  by  protection  under  Henry 
the  Fourth  Similarly  the  woollen 
tradea  of  Bnrland  and  the  United 
States  were  safeguarded  In  their 
infsncy  by  protective  meaauraa.  Aua- 
tralla  sees  tha  need  of  this  great 
tariff  snd  Is  now  taking  step,  ade- 
quately to  protect  her  young  woollen 
and  knitting  mills.  Oive  Canada  an 
adequate  tariff,  based  upon  the  actual 
needs  of  Its  industrial  development 
snd  ths  capital  will  How  into  this 
country  like  water  flows  down  hill, 
and  in  Its  wake  wtll  follow  all  the 
tmmlgranta  that  we  can  aafely  asalml- 
late.  as  labor  follows  the  Job  the 
world  over. 

In  asking  for  reasonable  protection 
the  woollen  yarn  Industry  in  Canada 
is  merely  asking  what  has  been  found 
necessary  In  other  rountriea.  The 
history  of  how  the  English  cloth  trade 
was  built  up  Is  evidence  of  what  could 
be  done  in  Canada  The  history  of 
the  trade  In  France  shows  the  effect* 
of  free  trade  theories  in  practice 
Sim  Harry  the  situation  as  regards  the 
Cnlted  States  could  he  duplicated  In 
Canada  as  our  mannsrs  and  standards 
of  living,  our  ways  of  producing,  and 
the  costs  are  parallel  to  thelra.  The 
tremendous  success  of  the  latter  na- 
tion has  been  one  of  the  wonders  of 
the  world  We  can  duplicate  thia 
success  In  fansdn  If  we  only  set  out 
with  a  determination  to  do  so.  We 
have  been  blessed  with  raw  materials 
of  every  description,  and  with  an  In- 
centive to  be  "up  and  doing"  which 
would  result  from  n  policy  of  protec- 
tion. Canada  should  be  the  Nation 
of  the  Twentieth  Century.

It  may  be  recalled  that  the  four 
tlon  atone  waa  laid  In  I  »04  by  KlnK 
Kdward  and  that  In  ISiM  the  prenenl 
Klnsr  and  yueen  attonded  the  conae- 
cratlnn  by  the  Hlahop  of  Liverpool. 
Home  twelve  month*  after  their  MaJ- 
e«U'W  vlalt  and  th;it  memorable  cere- 
mony, it  wan  dccMed  I  r>  lx-»rln  a  new 
xectlon  of  the  ImlldlnK.  which  has- 
therefore  been  In  hand  for  about  I 
yrir.  and  I*  expected  to  occupy  the 
enterprise  of  th«  cathedral  commit- 
tee for  ten  year*. 

"tirniral  Space'  lliplalnol 
The  nithedral,  when  it  la  ulti- 
mately finished,  will  comprise  from 
eaat  to  we*t  (in  addition  to  the  I^i.ly 
Chapel  and  thr-  chapter  Mouse,  ex- 
Irrlor  to  the  main  nwum)  choir,  enat- 
ern  transept,  central  cpace.  wewtern 
transept,  and  nave.  The  nave  will 
be  the  Mime  lenrth  a*  the  choir,  and, 
like  it.  furnished  with  side  ajslee.  Of 
Iheee  various  parts  the  l-'idy  <"hupel 
flnlaheil  In   1910,  an<l  the  choir. 

id  chapter  hou*« 
the  portion*  consecrated  In 
1924.  The  second  section,  now  In 
iy»ui-m>  of  construction,  will  consist  of 
the  central  space  and  weatern  tran- 
sept. tojreMier  with  north  and  south 
porchee.  which  will  link  tojfrther  the 
arms  of  the  double  transept.",  while 
the  nave  will  form  a  third  section  to 
be  undertaken  at  Home  future  date. 

Home  explanation  in  necce*ary  of 
the  term  "Ofitral  Space."  a*  It  la  not 
one  which  will  be  found  in  books  on 
architecture,  and  haa  been  reluc- 
tantly adopted  for  want  of  a  better. 
The  Cathedral  will  eventually  have 
n  (real  central  tower,  hut  this  will 
he  placenl  not  <ner  the  Junction  of  a 
transept  with  nave  and  choir,  like 
the  Tower  of  Salisbury,   the  Octairnn 


at  Kly.  or  the  dome  of  St.  Paul >,  but 
over  the  full  width  of  the  building  be- 
tween the  double  trunsepte.  the  tran- 
•epta  buttressing;  the  tower  at  each 
of  it*,  four  corners.  It  la  the  area 
beneath  the  tower  which  ha*  been 
named  the  central  >pace.  though  the 
term  is  also  somewhat  looaely  used 
to  cover,  in  addition,  the  crossing* 
of  the  transpels.  aa  these  form,  with 
the  central  space  proper,  a  single 
seating  area.

The  upper  portion  04*  the  tower 
above  the  central  apace,  which  will 
rise  to  a  height  of  .10*  feet.  I*  not 
Included  In  the  Work  now  In  pro- 
gress H<mie  idea  of  th«  magnitude 
of  this  new  section  can  he  gained 
from  the  fact  that  the  interior  height 
of  the  central  space  will  be  173  feet, 
or  f>7  feet  higher  than  the  choir  and 
nave,  and  no  lew.  than  "1  feet  higher 
than  the  nave  of  Westminster  Abbey, 
hitherto  the  highest  C.othlc  vault  In 
Krigland. 

The  cathedral  as  originally  ron- 
c  lved  hsd  a  single  trunwept.  with  a 
tower  over  each  arm  In  19  11  the 
architect  a*.ked  and  obtained  the  per- 
mlsalon  of  the  building  committee  to 
make  a  radical  alteration  Jn  his  plan, 
and  the  present  tower  dealm  I*  the 
third  he  haa  produced  In  the  Inter- 
vening period.  Those  who  have  seen 
all  three,  and  are  familiar  with  the 
aite.  have  no  doubt  that  the  final  de- 
signs, which  were  approved  by  the 
committee  last  year,  are  far  the  beat 
Sir  ('.lies  (lllhert  Scott  has  devised, 
combining,  us  they  do.  great  breadth 
t>f  treatment  with  delicacy  of  detail. 

The  Inierlor  of  the  central  space 
will  depend  very  largely  for  its 
beauty  on  a  balance  of  vertical  and 
horizontal  emphasis,  which  la  charac- 
teristic of  the  architect'*  style.  On 
either  side  triple  lancets  surmounted 
by  ■  circular  window  should  ensure 
ample  light,  and  the  or*a4e  treat- 
ment of  the  doorw-HyN  and  galleries 
will  find  a  foil  In  the  plain  unbroken 
surface  of  the  main  walls.  The  cen- 
tral space  I*  square  at  floor  level, 
but  gradually  assumes  an  octagonal 
plan  as  It  Increase  In  height,  this 
tendency  reaching  Its  full  develop- 
ment on  a  level  with  the  gallery 
nbo/e  the  eaat  and  west  arches. 
There  will  be  a  vtone  vaulted  roof 
with  a  circular  bell-trap  In  the 
centre.

During  the  paat  twelve  months 
work  on  the  site  haa  been  continuous 
(save  for  the  Interruption  of  the  gen- 
eral strike),  but  owing  to  the  neces- 
sity of  first  clearing  the  ground  and 
then  assembling  a  large  amount  of 
plant  It  was  not  until  >  j  Autumn 
that  the  contractor*  (Metier--  Mom 
son  4%  Sons.  Umlted »  were  able  to 
make  a  determined  Kart  with  the 
foundations  A  thick  bed  of  sand 
stone  underlies  *  the  whole,  of  St. 
.lame*.'  Mount,  on  which  the  cathe- 
dral stands.  It  varies  remarkably, 
however,  In  the  depth  at  which  It  la 
found.  On  the  aouth  side  of  the 
site  it  waa  not  ner.oaaary  to  carry  tho 
foundation*  down  more  than  twenty- 
two  feet,  while  on  the  north  a  maxi- 
mum depth  of  fifty  feet  had  to  be 
excavated  before  reaching  a  Mtratum 
sufficiently  hard  to  bear  the  huge 
weight  of  superimposed  maeonry. 
Some  50,000  tonw  of  earth  and  rock 
have  already  been  dug  out  and 
carted  away,  and  there  are  still  parts 
of  the  transept  foundation*  to  be  ex- 
cavated. 

Naturally  excavation  on  thl*  scale 
demanda  moat  careful  strutting  If 
subHldence  |s  to  be  avoided,  aa  can 
be  rf.ilixed  from  the  faet  that  for

The  western  trnnsept  will  he  an 
exact  repetition  of  the  existing  east- 
ern transept,  except  for  minor  modi- 
fications of  the  mouldings  The 
southwest  nrm  will  form  the  bap- 
llstcry.  but  no  special  purpose  haa  so 
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one  and  a  half  mile*  of  twelve  inch 
by  twelve  Inch  balks.  and  over 
14,000  ."Uperflcial  feet  of  timbering 
When  the  «-o|ld  rock  has  been  laid 
bare  at.d  levelled,  and  small  test  holes 
have  been  drilled  to  make  sure  there 
are  no  underlying  cavities,  the  work 
of  filling  in  with  concrete  begins,  tho 
width  of  the  baae  of  the  foundation 
naturally  varying  with  the  depth  to 
which  it  has  been  neceeaary  to  ex- 
cavate. A*  the  surface  is  approached 
the  foundations  gradually  narrow, 
until  at  ground-level  they  are  little 
wider  than  the  wall  and  piers  they 
are  called  upon  to  support.

Sln<*e  December  more  than  11.000 
tone  of  concrete  have  been  mixed 
and  placed  In  position,  and  many 
hundreds  of  ton*  more  will  be  re- 
quired before  the  foundations  of  the 
weat  transept  are  complete.  Mean- 
while, progress  haa  been  made  with 
preparing  the  atone  for  the  walla, 
and  a  few  blocks  have  already  been 
placed  in  position.  When  the  choir 
waa  under  construction  brick  was 
used  for  the  core  of  both  the  piers 
and  wall*,  but  It  la  proposed  In  the 
present  section  to  rely  extensively  on 
concrete  M  a  filling.  Data  now  avail- 
able show  that  It  gutters  from  no  di.s- 
advantages*  to  counterbalance  ita 
doubled  superiority  over  brick  aa  re- 
gards economy.
